One half the world knows'not 
how the vther half lives, That 
applies im cqual moasure ‘to -the 
world which wo make for our- 
solves in. our special environ- 
iment, and it- really draws a

-many-people—who ure" not_of the 
pourest eluss have studied the 
conditions of life of such workers 
as the Chinese coolle ur _petty 
hawker. Nol many, we should 
think.
